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Roses  give  best  results  when  planted  in  a  fairly  sunny  location  and  in  good  heavy 
sediment  soil  to  which  may  be  added  some  old  manure  or  bone  meal,  but  never  use  fresh 
manure.  Before  planting  wet  all  roots  and  as  the  dirt  is  filled  in  see  that  it  is  well 
packed  around  them;  this  keeps  out  the  air  and  encourages  a  new  growth  of  rootlets. 
Then  water  well.  Be  sure  that  the  Rose  is  planted  down  to  the  first  joint,  where  it  is 
budded.

This  should  be  done  during  the  months  of  December,  January  and  February;  at 
that  time  the  bushes  are  in  a  dormant  condition.  Cut  just  above  a  prominent  but 
dormant  bud  that  is  pointing  outward  about  two  feet  from  the  ground. 


.  .  .  Sprayings  .  .  . 


VOLCK  is  a  very  splendid  remedy  to  use  as  a  general  spray,  such  insects  as 
Mealy  Bug  Scale,  Red  Spider,  and  Leaf-mite,  Aphis,  ©tc,,  can  not  live  after  a 

thorough  spraying.  This  is  the  spray  we  have  been  waiting  for  “A  very  long 
time.”  Do  not  be  afraid  to  use  it,  it  will  not  burn  any  foliage  even  if  mixed 
stronger  than  directions.  We  suggest  using  warm  water  to  spray  with. 

For  mildew,  flower  of  sulphur  sprinkled  over  infected  parts  twice  a  week  will  soon  cure 
them.  Don’t  water  rose  bushes  in  the  evening.  This  causes  mildew.

In  order  to  give  strength  to  the 
blossoms,  cover  the  ground  with  a  layer  of  an  inch  or  two  of  decayed  manure.  As  soon  as  the  buds 
appear  on  the  stems,  let  the  largest  remain  and  pinch  off  all  others.  For  ordinary  blooms  do  not 
pinch.  Any  other  advice  freely  given  upon  request.

Lime  the  thoroughly  prepared  bed  well  and  give  an  annual  top-dressing  of 
lime  in  the  Fall,  with  a  top-dressing  of  bonemeal  in  early  Spring.  Do  not  plant  in  deep  shade.  Open 
woodland  paths,  if  well  drained,  make  admirable  locations  for  broad  masses  of  Iris. 

Plant  3  feet  apart  and  wait  for  clumps  to  form  ;  or  1  foot  apart  for  more  immediate  effect.  Barely 
cover  the  rhizomes.  Planting  may  be  done  at  any  time  the  ground  is  open,  but  the  ideal  time  is 
through  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September.  The  new  growth  is  then  active  and  the  root 
quickly  establishes  itself  for  blooming  next  season.  Late  plantings  should  be  mulched  with  leaves  or 
straw,  not  manure.

Cultural  Directions 


Although  Dahlias  are  easily  grown  in  any  good  garden  soil  they  respond  readily  to  good 
cultivation.  Dig  a  hole  about  18  inches  deep  and  fill  up  with  old  stable  manure  one-third,  and 
good  soil  two-thirds,  plant  the  tuber  about  four  inches  deep  (slanting),  then  water  well.  No 
more  water  is  necessary  until  the  green  sprout  is  showing  above  ground,  then  never  allow  them 
to  become  dry.  A  dusting  of  air  slacked  lime  can  be  given  then  every  three  or  four  evenings 
apart  after  planting,  as  slugs  and  snails  are  very  fond  of  the  tender  shoots.  The  large  flower¬ 
ing  varieties  can  be  disbudded  for  larger  blooms,  a  small  amount  of  growmore  or  gaviota 
fertilizers  can  be  applied  each  month.  Cultivate  the  soil  around  them  freely.  There  are  several 
classes  of  Dahlias,  the  principle  ones  are  as  follows  : 


CACTUS— True  fluted  type.  Flowers  fully  double,  floral  rays  or  petals  long,  narrow,  in¬ 
curved  or  twisted. 

AMERICAN  CACTUS— Petals  broader,  usually  shorter  than  the  Hybrid  Cactus. 
DECORATIVE— Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  flat  rather  than  ball  shaped,  broad, 
flat  loosely  arranged  floral  rays  with  broad  points  or  rounded  tips. 

HYBRID  CACTUS— Flowers  fully  double,  floral  rays,  broad,  flat,  recurved  or  twisted. 
PEONY  FLOWERED— Semi-double,  having  two,  three  or  more  rows  of  broad,  flat,  loosely 
arranged  rays  or  petals. 

SHOW — Globular  or  ball  shaped  rather  than  broad  or  flat,  full  to  the  center.
